nancial consultant’s revised final 
report was released, along with a 
technical appendix on the 
development’s financial implica- 
tions. .

Named after St. Alban — a Ro- 
man soldier who is considered the 
first English martyr and who, in the 
year 209, was scourged and then 
beheaded by his own people after 
he confessed to being a Christian — 
the church first got its start in Al- 
bany in 1937. Though the Solano 
Avenue storefront location had its 
charms — most notably the small 
crowds that would gather out front 
on Christmas mornings to hear the 
sweet sounds of caroling from in- 
side — the building was so small 
that Sunday School classes were 
sometimes taught in station wag- 
ons, and members sought a new 
facility to call their own. 

In 1947, members purchased the 
lot that is still home to St. Alban’s, 
laying the cornerstone on Nov. 16 
of that year. Dedicated in 1948, the 
church grew to 270 communicants 
and 200 registered students by 1951. 

Though members originally wor-

Anti-abortion display on Santa Fe 
spurs meeting of residents in 4 cities

EL CERRITO — Ina civil soci- 
ety it’s said the right to swing your 
fist ends at the other person’s nose, 
and some signs in the back of a 
Datsun pick-up truck are putting a 
lot of noses out of joint. Just off the 
Colusa Circle on Santa Fe Avenue, 
El Cerrito resident Robert Powers 
displays larger-than-life posters of 
the remains of aborted human fe- 
tuses in his front yard. Powers is 
adamantly anti-abortion and says it 
is his constitutional right to display 
the signs on his property. But some 
people who must pass by the signs 
in their daily business have had 
enough and have started a petition 
to outlaw them. 

Marshall Shoemaker, one of the 
petition drive’s organizers, says the 
signs are obscene and offensive. “It 
depicts a brutal reality that I

enforce rules of conduct. Most cit- 
ies in the area have adopted time 
limits for public comment. 

E] Cerrito, Berkeley, Pinole and 
Richmond limit each speaker to 
three minutes. El Cerrito law re- 
quires speakers to address their com- 
ments to the mayor, and specifi- 


cally not to the audience: Also citi- 
zens speaking to the council are 
supposed to, “refrain from using 
public discussion to elicit a debate 
among councilmembers, staff and 
the public.” City law also prohibits 
anyone from using, “vulgar, pro- 
fane, loud or boisterous language” 
at a council meeting. Applause and 
hissing are also verboten in the coun- 
cil chambers. Boisterous or inter- 
Tuptive language or behavior can 
lead to one being ejected from cham- 
bers by the police.

Daycare 
waits for 
the air to 
be cleared

ALBANY — The poten- 
tial threat of a carcinogenic 
chemical used by a Solano 
Avenue dry cleaner is the 
main obstacle facing Bay 
Area Kinder Stube, a group 
hoping to open a bilingual 
child-care center in a cur- 
rently vacant Key Route Bou- 
levard building. Ata meeting 
held last week, the Planning 
and Zoning Commission 
granted Kinder Stube’s re- 
quest to open the center, pro- 
vided harmful emissions are 
mitigated before the center 
starts operation. 

“When you get the word 
*perchloroethylene’ next to 
the word ‘day care center,’ 
people get really scared,” said 
Roger Mills of MRE Com- 
mercial Real Estate, who 
spoke at the meeting on be- 
half of the owner of the pro- 
posed center’s site. But Mills 
maintained the chemical used 
by the One Hour Martinizing 
dry cleaning facility abutting 
the proposed Kinder Stube 
location, will pose no threat 
to children. 

According to a report pre- 
sented by city staff member 
Laura Prickett, the Bay Area 
Air Quality Management Dis- 
trict conducted a risk assess- 
ment of the dry cleaning fa- 
cility in October. Testing in- 
dicated a potential 400 can- 
cer cases for every 1 million 
people, based on conditions 
of the building being occu- 
pied 40 hours a week over 40 
years, arisk fourtimes greater 
than district’s standard. 

Proponents of Kinder 
Stube countered that children 
willonly be atthe center about 
30 hours a week and, at most, 
will attend the center for a 
total of three years, making 
the risk minimal. 

BAAQMD’s air quality 
standards will be met if the 
owner of the dry cleaning 
establishment installs a roof 
ventilation system. Accord- 
ing to a recent BAAQMD 
regulation, all dry cleaning 
businesses must install sys-

the search for a moral 


NO WONDER OUR PERCEPTION is of a 
world gone crazy. No wonder fear is rampant. 
Nightly news shows and tells of rumors of war, mass 
shootings in malls, flyovers by enemy aliens, teens 
gone berserk, invasions of flesh eating bacteria and 

_ killer bees. No help in soothing anxious Albany 
_ minds either are police who say they have no time to 
_ enforce traffic laws because they are otherwise 
' occupied around our town investigating murder, 
_ rape and hot pursuing some modernday Vlad the 
' Impaler. 
But perception is not necessarily reality, as they 
» say in the car commercial. Imagining that I was in 
danger of having thugs come in the night to steal my 
- vast store of valuables, each night I locked and 
_ checked all my doors and windows. When I rose one 
morning to discover I had left the key in the lock on 
the outside of my front door and my stuff was in 
place anyway, I said to myself, hold the phone, time 
. for a reality check.

longstanding. We had been Albany Democrats since 
the heyday of the sixties and, along with his wife 
Ruth, had partied together at his house on Polk 
Street and at conventions around the state over the 
years. He called me the day before the meeting to 
voice his objections to the second story which, he 
said, would ruin his view of the Berkeley hills. 
Sticking to my policy of not talking about 
commission matters at the locus in quo or anywhere 
else out of public hearing, old friendship 
notwithstanding, I urged him to try his luck at the 
meeting. 

So there was Lou standing at the podium growing 
more excited, more agitated, louder, making his 
case. I was looking him straight in the eye when he 
stopped speaking. He turned ashy gray, made a 
choking noise and sank down in slow motion. I do 
not know for sure, but believe he was dead when he 
reached the floor. 

The commissioners sat stunned. The young 
couple cowered in the corner of the room. The 
planning director called the paramedics who came 
across the parking lot at once, but efforts to revive 
Lou failed and I went to his funeral a few days later. 


SO I TRIED TO RECALL INCIDENTS of 
| crime I had personally witnessed during my years in 
Albany. One night, long ago, my elderly neighbor 
' across the street knocked on my door to say her 
knifewielding daughter was chasing her around the 
kitchen. The police came in seconds and the 
daughter subsequently spent some time in a mental 
institution. Walking down Marin in broad daylight, I 
was mooned by an otherwise well-dressed man 
semi-crouched on his porch, which I guess is against 
the law. And I was rudely propositioned by a guy 
' who mistook my purpose in walking alone on San 
Pablo after dark so of course I don’t do that 
anymore. 
My most vivid, and lasting, memory of death in 
Albany was not in any way crime-related but may 
point a moral. 


I’M NO AESOP. Deducing morals to stories is 
hard. The moral here may be that danger befalls for 
unknown reasons when least expected. Or that 
smoking is bad for your health. Or that Albany 
should have a view ordinance. 

Gnawing fear of bodily harms, growing out of 
spurious reports of murder and mayhem far away, 
wastes valuable time and nervous energy. It can 
spoil the fun of real life, if unexamined, is all I’m 
trying to suggest. That is not to say that I don’t have 
a car which, though I love it dearly, no thief worth 
his salt would steal; the alleged value of my stuff is 
merely sentimental and as such is expendable; and I 
still lock my doors and windows every night. Better 
safe than sorry — there’s a moral. 


THE SCENE IS THE CITY COUNCIL 
Chambers; the time, the late *80s; the occasion, a 
regular meeting of the Planning Commission.

Editor: 

In the three plus years that I 
have served with Robert Good 
on the Albany City Council, I 
have developed a great respect 
for his personal and political 
integrity, particularly his 
willingness and ability to support 
majority decisions that he disagrees 
with once his dissenting views have 
been heard and discussed. So I was 
greatly surprised to learn in a recent 
newspaper editorial that Mr. Good 
disagreed with protocols the Council 
has adopted for communicating with 
staff. I had been under the distinct 
impression that the change in 
protocols had enjoyed unanimous 
Council support. I was even more 
dismayed to read that he attributed 
the change to the City Administrator, 
rather than the Council. In fact, the 
City Administrator can advise, but 
only a majority of the Council can 
modify Council protocols. 

To review, when I came on the 
Council in 1994, it was considered 
routine for Council members to go 
directly to department heads with 
questions, concerns, and requests for 
action on items of personal 
importance to them. thus, one’s 
effectiveness as a Council member 
was enhanced by cultivating 
influential relationships with various 
departmentheads. Department heads, 
on the other hand, were faced with 
the sometimes daunting task of 
juggling competing demands from 
five Council members, in addition to 
the City Administrator. This 
arrangement did not provide for 
efficient allocation of the city’s 
limited resources. 

When Mr. Fields was hired as City 
Administrator, he made a cogent 
argument for the need for clearer lines 
of communication and greater 
accountability of resource allocation 
decisions. However, for me at least, 
the decisive argument for change 
came from a presentation made by 
David Jones of Sentient Systems 
relating to good government. Mr. 
Jones pointed out that one of the great 
political reforms in the wake of the 
Tammany Hall corruption scandals 
at the turn of the century was to 
separate the function of policy- 
making from administration. In 
essence, policy makers could no 
longer maintain their grip on power 
by using their position to hand out 
political plums to supports. In this 
context, I realized that our practice of 
going directly to department heads 
not only provided for less efficient 
government, but was also vulnerable 
to more serious abuse. 

Since our change in protocols, I 
still talk frequently with staff about 
any number of issues but I am now 


careful to 
first inform the City 
Administrator of my questions and 
concerns before approaching other 
staff. More importantly, directives 
that effect staff time and resource 
allocation now come from the full 
Council rather than individual 
members. I would argue that the 
change promotes open and public 
policy-making rather than back room 
manipulation, a change even Mayor 
Good could support.

I ran back to 
get one of the two Kidde Auto fire 
extinguishers, rated 5-B:C, that keep 
in my trunk. I ran up to the car and 
pulled out the yellow pull pin and 
pushed the button to do a test squirt 
before opening the car hood. I pushed, 
but the button would not go down! 
Another man who had stopped also 
could not get the button down. While 
I ran back to get the second fire 
extinguisher the car fire grew. When 
I got back the other man said, “No, 
it’s too dangerous.” Just then there 
was a small pop and a burst of flames 
from under the hood. We had to let it 
burn. 

I hope that others who buy the 
Kidde fire extinguishers don’t have 
the same problem.

According to Community De- 
velopment Director Bill Ekern, the 
key issue facing the council was 
the placement of ads on the shel- 
ters. While AC Transit staff has 
said there is enough money in the 
program for some shelters to be 
advertising-free, at least half must 
bear ads. 

City staff suggested that all 
three San Pablo Avenue shelters 
contain advertising, as well as the 
one near Safeway. The council 
agreed, hoping to keep advertis- 
ing to a minimum, and, in general, 
were much in favor of the addi- 
tion to Albany bus service. 

“Tt’s marvelous,” said Mayor 
Bob Good. “This is the kind of 
thing we need to do to get people 
in the habit of riding the bus dur-

ing the rain,” 

Councilmember Peggy 
Thomsen asked if the shelters 
would be lighted at night, to which 
Ekern responded in the affirma- 
tive. Also, Thomsen commented 
on similar shelters she observed 
in San Francisco, saying they of- 
ten drew attention to themselves 
and changed the face of the 
streetscape. 

Both Thomsen and 
Councilmember Bruce Mast said 
that, as far as they were concerned, 
the fewer ads the better. Council 
member Elizabeth Baker asked 
why no shelter was being installed 
on Marin Avenue in front of the 
Albany Library, to which Mast 
responded that, at present, no bus 
runs down that route. 

Response from the public was 
scant. School Boardmember Bill 
Cain seconded a staff recommen- 
dation that ads be prohibited from 
shelters erected near schools, 
while Albany resident Dario 
Meniketti said the city should “at 
least double the number” of shel- 
ters, also placing them on San 
Pablo at Washington Avenue, San 
Pablo at Marin Avenue, Buchanan 
Street at San Pablo and on two 
additional Solano Avenue loca- 
tions. 

Mast agreed, saying again that 
he hoped the number of shelters 
would be tempered by a minimum 
of advertising. 

According to Ekern, the shel- 
ters will be installed by a private 
contractor, possibly in the sum- 
mer of 1998. Also, if the council 
decides at some point it no longer 
desires bus shelters, it can request 
that they be removed, free of cost 
to the city.

“We are sorry that your broker 
may have created a problem, but it is 
not the responsibility of the survivors 
to ‘fight’ with the insurance broker 
relative to the payment of death ben- 
efits which were part of a package 
secured by the District of Kensington 
for its police employees.” 

While one might think that, in a 
department as tiny as Kensington’s 
10-member police force, bureaucratic 
mix-ups would be a thing unheard of, 
that, according to Clemons, has not 
been the case. The problem, from a 
technical standpoint, appears to stem 
from medical files not being trans- 
ferred from the department’ s old in- 
surance company to its new one last 
year, although, to hear Clemons tell 
the story, the insurance broker is not 
the only person who has given him 
the run-around. 

According to Clemons, he, as ad- 
ministrator of his former wife’s es- 
tate, contacted Chief Bray a few days 
after her death as to the insurance 
money owed to his two daughters, 
Tami Caldera, 27, and Teri Clemons, 
23. During that meeting, Clemons 
says, he was informed that “there 
might be some sort of problem with 
the broker relative to the policy,” and 
was advised that he would hear from 
Bray within a week. 

A week passed, though, and he 


says he did not hear from Bray, and 
after contacting him again was as- 
sured that everything was in order. 
More than a month later, Clemons 
says he contacted Bray again, and, 
though he feared he was being stalled, 
was promised again that the matter 
would be resolved. 

When another week passed with- 
out a phone call, Clemons says he 
called again and was told by another 
Kensington police employee that all 
members of the department had been 
told to rewrite their paperwork to 
qualify for insurance. When he heard 
from Bray, Clemons says he was then 
told to contact the department’s in- 
surance broker, Bob Bales, who, 
Clemons says, he called repeatedly 
without a response. 

When Bales did call, Clemons 
says, he was told there was no prob- 
lem, and would be hearing back from 
him within seven days. Twelve days 
later, though, no call had come. 
Clemons contacted Chief Bray again, 
and says he was told he might want to 
hand the matter over to a third party. 

““T think you should contact your 
attorney.’ That’s what the chief told 
me,” Clemons says. As a result of the 
ordeal, Clemons daughters are expe- 
riencing “unnecessary emotional 
stress and hardship,” he says, while 
he himself has come away somewhat 
less than impressed both with the

broker and the KPD’s man in charge. 

“Jim Bray is a nice guy. I respect 
him, I like him, I’ve known him for 
years,” Clemons says. However, “I 
am very disappointed that there 
wasn’t more of an effort made. All I 
know is, if I was in charge, I would 
have been on that broker from day 
one.” 

According to Bray, the problem 
stems from Bales and the recent 
switch from one insurance company 
to another. “I think the broker dropped 
the ball,” says Bray, adding that the 
department has used Bales’ services 
for nearly 20 years without a problem 
(no life insurance policies, though, 
have been paid during that time). 

What happened was, the 
department’s former insurance com- 
pany did not send the necessary medi- 
cal files to the new one, resulting ina 
cancellation notice in July of this 
year. Bray, however, says he was 
assured at the time that there would 
be no problem, a promise that seems 
to have fallen flat on its face a month 
later, when a claim was submitted in 
the wake of Nevin’s death. 

“T’ve been here for 12, going on 13 
years and never had a problem in the 
past,” says Bray, adding that he too is 
“upset to no end” over the mix-up. 
Though insurance policies purchased 


through Bales have never had to pay

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City, Albany school board confer on mutual isgy,

ALBANY—If a bomb had gone 
off in the multi-purpose room at 
Cornell School two weeks ago, kill- 
ing everyone present, Albany would 
have found itself a ship without a 
rudder, a town with no School Board, 
City Council, head administrators (or 
even journalists) to guide it through 
what have at times been dark, rough 
seas. 

Fortunately for everyone, the 
evening was explosion-free, a condi- 
tion that could as easily describe the 
first joint meeting of Albany’s sepa- 
rate, but equal, legislative bodies held 
in the past six years. 

Though Albany has, on occasion, 
seemed a town not large enough for 
both the keepers of its most treasured 
possession (schools) and the keepers 
of everything else, as the recent joint 
meeting proved, no legislative body 
is an island. 

While members of the two groups 
have strongly disagreed in the past 
(for example, former School Board 
President Alan Riffer called Bill 
Ekern, Albany’s community devel- 
opment director, Bill “Acorn” at a 
meeting last year, and later apolo- 


interrupted Ricketts and told him 
he was required to stick to topics 
listed on the council’s agenda. (The 
time to discuss items not on the 
agenda had already passed.) 

When Ricketts persisted in talk- 
ing about non-agendaitems, Jellison 
told him to sit down. Things quickly 
escalated into a shouting match be- 
tween Jellison and Ricketts with 
each trying to out-shout the other. 
“Sit down Mr. Ricketts,” the mayor 
shouted, and when Ricketts ne- 
glected to use the title “mayor” when 
addressing her, Jellison was soon 
yelling into her microphone — “I’m 
the mayor —I’dlike you to address 
me as the mayor.” 

The other four council members 
sat quietly as Jellison called for 
Ricketts’ microphone to be turned 
off. Ricketts then retook his chair in 
the audience and things calmed 
down. 

The council made some com- 
ments about the resolution, then 
unanimously approved it.

board member Sara Meister, the ma- 
jority of egg-tossers are students who, 
despite the efforts of many, choose 
not to participate in organized activi- 
ties.

Middle school plans 


On the middle school front, board 
and council members focused on what 
has been another bone of contention, 
proposed closure of Behrens Street 
and Spokane Avenue. While the City 
of El Cerrito plans to close its half of 
the two streets, the Albany council 
has shown more inclination to wait 
until the school is built to determine 
what, if any, consequences it has for 
the neighborhood. 

Recentiy, Hudson said, El Cerrito 
requested a portion of the $45,000 
promised to each city for the project. 
Though Councilmember Bruce Mast 
asked, ““Whatis the downside of wait- 
ing until the school is built and then 
looking at the actual change in traffic 
patterns?” according to El Cerrito 
City Attorney Howard Stern, the 
move might very well be a done deal. 

“El Cerrito will be proceeding with 
the closure of the street,” said Stern, 
who attended the meeting, adding 
that El Cerritans who live on Behrens 
want the mitigation measures in place 
before the school is built, to stop any 
impacts before they start. 

“I think I’m probably beating a

dead horse here,” Mast said after more 
discussion of the matter, adding that 
it would make no sense to delay clo- 
sure of Spokane if Behrens — the 
same street with a different name — 
was already being closed by El Cer- 
rito. 

Another middle school issue 
stemmed from the location of the 
city’s teen center, which currently 
sits at the edge of the middle school 
property. 

Though the middle school will 
soon be moving, plans for the teen 
center’s future are a bit less clear, as 
the city owns no property adjacent to 
the new school. 

While both Mast and 
Councilmember Jon Ely said they 
hope the district might provide land 
for a new teen center near the middle 
school, possibly on Cougar Field, 
board members offered no promises. 
Board member Ed McManus said the 
teen center might be able to use the 
middle school facility itself, although 
Ely pointed to the psychological ben- 
efits of having the facility occupy its 
own space, so that teens would not 
feel the program was simply a con- 
tinuation of school. 

“T think it’s probably something 
we need to do some exploration on,” 
said board member Bill Cain, sug- 
gesting that two after-school facili- 
ties might also be desirable. 

Also, said McManus, the board is 
looking at reconfiguring Cougar 
Field, which might, or might not, 
provide space for the teen center. 


2x2 meetings 


After discussion of joint use of 
facilities between the two agencies 
and a brief report on the Memorial 
Park Forum (council representative 
Peggy Thomsen said, “The city’s 
doing some planning, the school 
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district’s doing some planning, and 
we’d like them to work together’) the 
two groups then tackled a request 
from the League of Women Voters 
that joint, 2x2 meetings (where the 
mayor and vice mayor meet with the 
president and vice president of the 
school board) be made public. Al- 
bany resident Jean Safir summed up 
the feeling of those who would like to 
see the meetings open, saying, “We're 
left out of the loop, we don’t know 
what’s going on.”

800 students. 


Adams site council president 
Naomi Young fears that the con- 
tinuation of current trends will 
lead to a phase out of the 6th grade 
at Adams and aconversion from a 
6-8 grade middle school to a 7-8 
Junior High School. 


Young noted, “the Adams site 
council, as representatives of the 
members of the Adams commu- 
nity (students, parents, teachers, 
counselors, administrators and site 
personnel), opposes the conver- 
sion of Adams into a 7th-8th grade 
junior high school. Aside from 
the fact that we believe the cur- 
rent middle school model works 
extremely well for transitioning 
pre-adolescents from elementary 
to high school, elimination of the 
6th grade would require a massive 
redistribution of faculty, counse- 
lors, and textbooks at Adams.” 


Kucera asked for immediate ac- 
tion from the school board noting 
that conditions at Adams could 
not wait until the proposed new 
Richmond middle school is built.

Cal women’s basketball coach 
Marianne Stanley isn’t promising 
that her 1997-98 team will have a 
great season. 

She just hopes it will be a good 
one. 

Coming off a 6-21 season witha 
lot of players returning, can’t give a 
coach cause for much hope. But 
Stanley looked at last season not 
necessarily as arebuilding year, but 
as a year to take stock. 

Stanley has won three national 
titles (at Old Dominion) and was 
associated with Stanford’s nation- 
ally ranked program. She knows 
what it takes to win and has a master 
plan to turn Cal into another 
Stanford. And hopes. 

“We will be improved this sea- 
son; I’m hoping we will finish some- 
where in the middle of the (Pac-10) 
pack,” she said. “I’m not going to 


shoot for any victory total, but we 
will be better. The players have a 
better idea of what we are trying to 
do. 

“We have to stay healthy and we 
must show week-by-week improve- 
ment. With a young team that has 
high potential, thatis what you want 
to see.” 

Three starters return and, backed 
by arecruiting class that was ranked 
14th in the nation by one scouting 
service, the Bears should improve. 

The top returner is 6-foot-3 jun- 
ior center Jennie Leander who was 
Cal’s leading scorer (13.8) and 
rebounder (8.6). Sophomore 5-11 
guard Paige Bowie was a Pac-10 
All- Freshman honorable mention 
pick, despite missing the last 11] 
games of the season with a hand 
injury. 

“We don’t lose Paige and we 
don’t finish with the record we had,” 
Stanley said. “She was that impor- 


tant.” 

Also returning are starting 5-5 
point guard Sherrise Smith, who 
was ranked seventh in assists in the 
Pac-10 last year and 6-0 junior for- 
ward Kobie Kennon, who was the 
team’s defensive MVP the last two 
seasons. 

Also coming back are 6-5 sopho- 
more center Geneva McDaniel, who 
ranked sixth in the Pac-10in blocked 
shots; 6-1 junior forward Jamila 
Church, a former Bishop O’ Dowd 
star; and senior 5-8 guard Marie 
Folsom. 

New to to Bears this season is 
senior 6-0 forward Amber Lacy, a 
transfer from Alabama who starred 
at Berkeley High.

Eventually, the success of the 
Cal program will revolve around 
recruiting Classes such as this one. 

“The better talent you recruit, the 
better team you will have,” Stanley 
said. “We have improved this pro- 
gram through recruiting this year.” 

Stanley may have surprised her- 
self with the amount of talent she 
has. Two weeks ago, her team beat 
a group of former Bay Area all- 
stars and scored 92 points in the 
process. 

“That really surprised me,” she 
said. “We only averaged 60 points a 
game last season and I did not think 
we would score that many points.” 

Also new to the Bears will be the 
locale for home games.

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You Draw More Flies With Honey: We’ ve all 
seen the pictures by now: Humboldt County deputies 
methodically dabbing burning pepper spray in the 
eyes of non-violent protesters. 

What’s amazing is that the videos weren’t taken by 
the protesters, or even by bystanders. The cops 
proudly taped the scene themselves. They thought it 
would document their restraint. It apparently never 
occurred to them that it would look like the last scene 
of “Braveheart,” instead. 

So how should they have dealt with the situation? 
The demonstrators had locked themselves together 
with steel locks, and it would have taken at least a 
half-hour to saw the locks in half. 

Well, they could have simply waited the half-hour. 
Or they could have taken done what Michael Strauss 
did, under strikingly similar circumstances, almost 50 
years ago. 

The year was 1938. The place was Washington, 
D.C. And Strauss was Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior. The government wanted to build a memorial 
to Thomas Jefferson; but to make room, about 50 
Japanese cherry trees around the Tidal Basin would 
‘have to be removed. 

That triggered the ire of local environmentalists, 
led by some high-society dowagers popularly known 
as “The Cave Dwellers” (so called because they 
allegedly could trace their family trees back to the 
Stone Age). They chained themselves — diamond 
necklaces, mink coats and all — to the cherry trees to 
block the bulldozers. 

That’s when Strauss had his brainstorm. Instead of 
sending the cops, he dispatched a caterer to serve the 
ladies sandwiches and coffee. Lots and lots of coffee. 

Naturally, nature took its course, and the protesters 
had to unlock their chains to go to the rest room. 
When they did, the bulldozers moved in, and 
Jefferson got his memorial.

The signs are strapped into the 
bed of Powers’ truck whichis parked 
at the end of his driveway. One sign 
measures four feet by five feet; the 
backing one is four feet wide and 
eight feet tall. The signs are grue- 
some. They show the graphic re- 
mains of a late-term abortion. One 
side shows asevered skull held aloft 
by medical tongs. The face of the 
fetus appears to be screaming in 
pain. The other sign depicts a dis- 
membered fetus —its legs and arms 
laying next to the blood-red torso; a 
gaping hole in its skull. 

When the issue was first brought 
before the city council last August, 
several people voiced their anger at 
the graphic displays and urged new 
regulations. It was said the signs 
terrified children and lowered prop- 
erty values and quality of life in the 
neighborhood. 

But City Attorney Howard Stern 
says the signs are protected by the 
constitutional freedom of speech 
guarantees. Stern said the size of 
residential signs could be regulated, 
but added, “I don’t think we can 
constitutionally prohibit a sign be- 
cause of content.” 

Stern also pointed out that city 
law regulating sign size would ap- 
ply to all signs city-wide, including 
campaign signs and school banners. 
Stern said the existing city sign

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essary to pay for the retail patrons’ 
parking. The 25,000 square feet of 
retail space, however, could gener- 
ate $36,000 in property tax, which 
again would go to the Redevelop- 
ment Agency as tax increment, and 
$62,500 in sales tax. 

Around 220,000 square feet of 
office space could bring in approxi- 
mately $4.3 million over land and 
development costs, which would 
cover the cost of BART parking 
and the cost of the office users’ 
parking.

Powers, a 55 year-old father of 
four, has been displaying posters of 
aborted human fetuses off and on 
since 1989. For about the last year 
and a half the two huge signs have 
been displayed daily in his drive- 
way. He says he used to picket 
outside family planning clinics in 
Oakland and one day a fellow pro- 
tester brought one of the giant post- 
ers to the clinic. “They went ber- 
serk,” he said, of the people running 
the clinic. “I thought to myself: 
‘There’s something to these pic- 
tures.” Powers says he will fight 
any law that would outlaw his signs 
and that he plans to display them in 
his yard, “until hell freezes over or 
until I die.” 

Most of Powers’ immediate 
neighbors wouldn’t talk on the 
record about the signs, but new or- 
dinance or not, it’s clear many are 
tired of the graphic depictions. Joyce 
King, one neighbor who would talk, 
said of the signs: “They are just one 
more thing you have to put up with 
in society — it’s like noise and 
traffic and huge ugly buildings.” 
King, who has been neighbors with 


ART representatives and mem- 
bers of the wider community. 

He “wanted to get their 
thoughts,” as a sort of “guiding pro- 
cess,” he said. They did not come to 
any conclusions, a diversity of opin- 
ions were represented, and in no 
way was this meeting closing out 
the rest of the public’s opinions, 
said Oewel. 

When The Journal spoke to 
Oewel, he had not seen EPS’s final 
report or technical appendix on fi- 
nancial implications, therefore none 
of his discussions last Tuesday with 
members of the community or with 
the Journal were based on EPS’s 
findings. 

The concept plan Oewel is work- 
ing with, and which was discussed 
privately with community members 
last week, includes medium density 
housing facing Key Boulevard and 
Cutting Boulevard on the back por- 
tion of the Mayfair site, now occu- 
pied by BART parking. BART park- 
ing would move toward San Pablo 
Avenue, somewhere on the Mayfair 
site. 

This medium density housing is 
envisioned as detached, 2- to 3- 
story single-family homes in the 
$200,000 range, with garages at- 
tached and in the back, away from 
Key Route. This block of medium 
density housing will serve as abuffer 
for the residential neighborhood 
behind the Del Norte BART site. 

The possibility for loft space and 
office space is still open on the 
Mayfair site, as well. On the north 
side of the Mayfair lot, Oewel de-

Powers for more than 20 years, said 
he’s a good neighbor.

As for what 
he would say to the people who are 
tired of seeing and being subjected 
to the signs, Powers responds: “I 
would tell them not to look.” Of his 
sign display he says: “It’s too im- 
portant not to do it—you can’t worry 
about what your neighbors or even 
your friends think.” 

City Attorney Stern said he 
would like to work with Powers and 
the petitioners to work out a com- 
promise sign ordinance agreeable 
to all. 

For now, at least, such acompro- 
mise seems unlikely.

of office space, a 2-story, 10,000- 
square-foot building with ground- 
floor retail, top-floor office space 
and underground parking. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, attendants 
also advocated upgrading the 
Ohlone Greenway along the devel- 
opment, creating little “pocket 
parks,” said Oewel. 

On the BART site, Oewel de- 
scribes around 200 units of high 
density housing and 28,000 square 
feet of retail (20,000 of which would 
be a fitness center). As Oewel 
sketches it, the first floor of the 
building would include retail and 
parking, the second floor would 
include parking, and the remaining 
three stories would include the ap- 
proximately 200 residential units. 

The building however, will not 
be one big block, but will separate 
into several residential tower-like 
buildings, resting on a podium of 
parking and retail. 

In roughly one month, Oewel 
will submit areport to the city coun- 
cil, including a master plan and all 
the community and consultant in- 
put received in the last few months. 
Assuming council approval, Oewel 
will be prepared to proceed imme- 
diately with developing the higher 
density housing and retail on the 
BART joint development site. De- 
velopment on the Mayfair site, how- 
ever, will come later. 

Oewel said he does not “want to 
jump the gun” on the community,

morality play. 

Although there is no tragic as- 
pect and a far more optimistic view 
of humanity than is generally found 
in Shakespeare, there are parallels 
of vocabulary and imagery with 
other works by the Bard. Richmond 
points out that one line in Edward 
III is identical to the last line of 
Shakespeare’s Sonnet #94, both of 
which were written around 1590. 

The play was first registered in 
1595 and published by Cuthbert 
Burby in 1596 as The Raigne of 
Kind Edward the third. It was first 
ascribed to Shakespeare in 1656 by 
William Ley, whose judgement is, 
however, felt to be unreliable. (He 
also thought Shakespeare had writ- 
ten Marlowe’s Edward the Second). 
The 18th century scholar Edward 
Capell supported Ley’s opinion, but 
many modern scholars remain skep- 
tical and believe that, at most, only 
parts of the play were written by the 
Bard.

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Long-term strategy 
for safer investing 


After going through the two most 
dramatic days in the stock market's 
history, you may be wondering why 
you are investing in the first place. 
But after some thought, you realize 
that your financial goals are several 
years away, not several days. 

Your investment strategy should 
reflect that long-term approach. 
Recent stock market moves shock- 
ingly remind us that stock prices 
can change greatly from day to day.

While this may sound more like a 
sports term or an attitude problem 
than an investment strategy, “de- 
fensive” stocks are those whose 
earnings typically can continue to 
grow no matter what the current 
economic or market conditions 
bring, mainly because their prod- 
ucts or services are always in de- 
mand. 

While implementing adollarcost 
averaging program, you can pur- 
chase defensive stocks on an ongo- 
ing basis to try to benefit from their 
growth potential. Many market ex- 
perts currently prefer pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturers, food companies 
and insurance providers among their 
favored defensive stocks. 

Strategy three: diversification. 


you will want to “spread the wealth” 
among several individual stocks to 
help lower your portfolio’s overall 
risk level. You can use a variety of 
criteria to determine which stocks 
can give you a diversified portfolio. 

Among the criteria: acompany’s 
industry, its size, country (or differ- 
ent countries), its geographical lo- 
cation and its performance history 
are just a few of the many ways you 
can prevent putting all your stock 
eggs in one financial basket. 

So whether you have been in- 
vesting several years or just a few 
months, it is never out of style to 
create an investment plan that helps 
you look past the daily market grind 
and keeps you focused on the big 
picture.

Usonian, — though less grand than 
his Prairie-style houses _ incor- 
porated the basic concepts that 
make his residential designs time- 
less. 

Wright emphasized the use of 
the home’s public rooms, while 
giving the home an indoor-out- 
door orientation. 

He used simple materials: con- 
crete, brick and flagstone for floor- 
ing, clear heart redwood for the 
walls, all designed to create maxi- 
mum privacy. 

Completed in 1951 at 2425 
Chelsea Drive in Piedmont Pines, 
this unusual and beautiful home 
exhibits virtually every element 
of Wright’s Usonian concepts, 
combined in a structure perfectly 
adapted to its site. 


A Usonian feature that repeats 
itself throughout the home on 
Chelsea Drive is along, low ledge, 
which forms the ceiling of the 
carport at one end of the home and 
extends to the master bedroom at 
the other. 

The living spaces are large with 
glass and skylights for natural 
light.. Another favored Wright de- 
sign element is a cantilevered liv- 
ing room that seems to float in 
space in front of a large two-story 
window wall looming up from the 
great room below.

Rent control: who benefity 


By H. W. Moss 


It would be nice to step back and 
look dispassionately at rent control. 
But since approximately half the 
population of California lives in a 
community which has some sort of 
regulation on rents, about half the 
population has a strong opinion on 
the subject, 


Proponents say it is supposed to 
protect low income renters, minori- 
ties and elderly renters which is an 
admirable ambition. Opponents 
claim that by its nature it tends to 
benefit middle to upper-middleclass 
tenants and reduces the housing 
stock as well as its quality. Until 
recently, rent control was imple- 
mented on a city by city basis as a 
local issue not governed by Califor- 
nia law. 

The Civil Code prohibits land- 
lords from retaliating against a ten- 
ant for exercising their rights under 
a rent ordinance, but there is no 
state legislation specifically en- 
abling rent control. That changed 
somewhat when the state legisla- 
ture passed vacancy decontrol

which will allow voluntarily va- 
cated apartments to be re-rented at 
market rates. 

The law goes into full effect on 
January 1, 1999, after a phasing in 
period. But since no two rent con- 
trol laws are alike, this affects some 
cities and not others. San Francisco 
and Oakland never had vacancy con- 
trol and are unaffected; Berkeley, 
Santa Monica and Cotati had va- 
cancy control and are affected. 

A recent court decision, how- 
ever, may affect every rent control 
ordinance in the state. On October 
29, the California Supreme Court 
upheld a decision that suggests rent 
contro] may be an unconstitutional 
taking of private property without 
just compensation. 

In the original case, known as 
152 Valparaiso Associates v. City 
of Cotati, the First District Court 
ruled that apartment owners are 
entitled to sue the rent control board 
for a regulatory taking via applica- 
tion of Cotati’s rent law on their 
property. Cotati is in Sonomacounty

Summer statistics 


This quarter’s table compares 
real estate sales activity during our 
Low Summer market to that of our 
High Summer market (post Memo- 
rial Day to Aug. 1). 

While the table shows some 
rather dramatic differences between 
the seasons, keep in mind that the 
Low Summer market is the shortest 
sales period — only 32 days. With 
the exception of the Pre-Spring 
market (45 days), the other four 
seasonal markets are at least twice 
as long. 

Nevertheless, even when these 
numbers are adjusted for number of 
days, the market’s performance for 
this period is off— not surprising 
since many buyers and sellers (and 
Realtors) vacation during the month 
of August. 

For the cities of Albany, Berke- 
ley, Oakland and Piedmont, the 


average turnover rate (ratio of “New 
and Closed Escrows for Period” to 
“New on Market) was down from 
the High Summer’s average of 46 
percent to 27 percent. The average 
Days on Market for these cities was 
also up to 46 days from the previous 
season’s 37. 

This completes a whole year of 
collecting and analyzing market data 
according to our local selling sea- 
sons: “Fall, Holiday, Pre-Spring, 
Spring, High Summer and Low 
Summer.” 

What will be more interesting 
than assessing how one season com- 
pares to another throughout the year 
will be comparing one particular 
season from year-to-year. 

Next time Real Talk is published, 
a new column will be added to the 
table: “Change Over Same Period 
Last Year.”

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Water-pipe sclerog, 


When a faucet is turned on in 
your house, does the water flow 
rusty at first? Ordo you hear screams 
from the bathroom when someone 
is showering and a toilet is flushed 
or another fixture opened? If so, it 
is a good possibility that the water 
supply pipes in your home are 
galvanized steel. 

These clues are typical of those 
used by professional home inspec- 
tors to evaluate the condition of a 
home’s systems and components. 
Although most homes today are 
plumbed with copper piping, gal- 
vanized steel piping was com- 
monly installed in homes up until 
the early 1970s. 

Galvanized piping has atendency 
to corrode on the

ducing its interior 
diameter and the 
water flow 
through it. The life 
expectancy of a 
galvanized sys- 
tem varies greatly 
depending on the 
local water condi- 
tions and the qual- 
ity of the pipe. 
Mac Curtis of 
Maxinspect and a 
member of the Golden Gate Chap- 
ter of the American Society of Home 
Inspectors (ASHI) says, “A simple 
test to determine the extent of cor- 
rosion is to open the hot water fau- 
cet at a bathroom basin and then 
open the hot water faucet at the tub. 


flow. 


“The amount of reduction in flow 
from the basin faucet is a very good 
indicator of the interior condition 
of the pipe.” 

A minimal amount of reduction 
in the flow indicates that the condi- 
tion of the piping is good. If the 
water emitted from the basin faucet 
reduces to a trickle, the piping is 
most likely clogged on the interior. 

Most often, the horizontal hot 
water pipes are found to be much 
more corroded than the vertical cold

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Title insurance basics 


It’s a term we hear and see fre- 
quently—we see reference to it in 
the Sunday real estate section, in 
advertisements and in conversations 
with real estate brokers. If you’ ve 
purchased a home before, you're 
probably familiar with the benefits 
and procedures of title insurance. 
But if this is your first home, you 
may wonder, “Why do I need an- 
other insurance policy? It’s just one 
more bill ~o pay. “ 

The answer is simple: The pur- 
chase of a home is most likely one 
of the most expensive and impor- 
tant purchases you will ever make. 
You, and your 
mortgage lender, 
want to make sure 
that the property 
is indeed yours— 
lock stock and bar- 
rel—and that no 
individual or gov- 
ernmententity has 
any right, lien, or 
claim to your 
property. 

Title insurance 
companies are in 
business to make sure your rights 
and interests to the property are 
clear, that transfer of title takes place 
efficiently and correctly and that 
your interests as a homebuyer are 
protected to the maximum degree. 


Title insurance companies pro- 
vide services to buyers, sellers, real 
estate developers, builders, mort- 
gage lenders and others who have 
an interest in a real estate transfer 
Title companies routinely issue two 
types of policies. 

An owner’s policy covers the 
homebuyer, and a lender’s policy 
covers the bank, savings and loan 
or other lending institution over the 
life of the loan. Both are issued at 
the time of purchase for a modest, 
onetime premium. 

Before issuing a policy, how- 
ever, the title company performs an 
extensive search of relevant public 
records to determine if anyone other

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than you has an interest in the prop- 


erty. The search may be performed — 


by title company personnel using 
either public records or more likely, 
information gathered, reorganized 
and indexed in the company’s title 
plant. 

With such a thorough examina-” 
tion of records, any title problems_ 
usually can be found and cleared up 
prior to your purchase of the prop~ 
erty. 

Once a title policy is issued and 
a claim covered under your title 
policy is ever filed against your 
property, the title company will pay’ 
the legal fee in- 
volved in defense 
of your rights, as’ 
well as any cov- 
ered loss arising 
from a_ valid’ 
claim. That pro~ 
tection, which is* 
in effect as long 
as you or your 
heirs own the 
property, is yours 
for a onetime pre- 
mium paid at the’ 
time of purchase. 

The fact that title companies 
work to eliminate risks before they 
develop makes the title insurance 
decidedly different from other types 
of insurance you may have pur- 
chased. Most forms of insurance 
assume risks by providing financial 
protection through a pooling of risks 
for losses arising from an unfore- 
seen event, say a fire, theft or acci- 
dent 

The purpose of title insurance, 
on the other hand, is to eliminate 
risks and prevent losses caused by 
defects in title that happened in the 
past. Risks are examined and miti- 
gated before property changes 
hands. 

This risk elimination has ben- 
efits to both you, the homebuyer, 
and the title company: it minimizes 
the chances adverse claims might

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Location, location, location. 
Common wisdom has it that these 
are the only three things that should 
matter to ahome buyer. The impli- 
cation is that a bad home in a good 
neighborhood is better buy than a 
good home in a bad neighborhood. 
From an investor’s point of view, 
this may hold some water. But, in 
general, most buyer’s don’t really 
pay a lot of attention to this old 
adage. 

First of all, locations that are 
“bad” to some buyers are not so bad 
to others. In addition, some people 
would rather have a home in good 
conditionin any neighborhood than 
a run-down home in a so-called 
‘good’ neighborhood. All of this 
points up an important aspect of the 
real estate market. That is, itis not 
one market but many markets, 
sometimes known as submarkets. 
Each one is characterized by the 
factors that make it attractive to a 
particular pool of buyers. From an 
economic standpoint, those buyers 
ARE the market. 

Some of the most common char- 
acteristics that define single family 
housing markets are: age, size/room 
count, quality of construction, de- 
sign, location and amenities. Let’s 
look briefly at each of these. 

Age. The age of ahome tells you 
a lot about it. Homes built before 
World War II will nearly all have 


nagging problems that owners will 
either have to live with or invest a 
significant amount of money to rec- 
tify. Some of these problems might 
be uneven floors, chronic drainage 
problems and/or inadequate park- 
ing. To those who feel nostalgia for 
a time when life was slower and 
simpler or just like older homes, 
areas with these homes will seem 
attractive. Those who want a main- 
tenance-free home, a home with 
lots of good parking or an up-to- 
date kitchen will not generally want 
to live in these areas. 


Value: it’s more than location 


rooms would have to be considered 
to be in a special market. 

Quality of construction. Qual- 
ity of construction can put homes 
which would otherwise seem simi- 
lar into separate markets. For ex- 
ample, it would not be appropriate 
to compare a late 1940s two bed- 
room bungalow with a full base- 
ment and hardwood flooring to a 
minimalist, two bedroom home of 
similar vintage with flat tar & gravel 
roof and carpeted concrete floors. 

Design. We can illustrate the 
design characteristic by looking at

Size/room count. It’s obvious 
that size and room count would 
probably mean a lot to growing 
families. But it has become in- 
creasingly important to older buy- 
ers, the so-called ‘empty nesters.’ 
There is more and more housing 
being created with minimum size 
and maintenance requirements for 
these people. In fact, the two bed- 
room, two bath condo is ideal for 
any couple without children. Also, 
any home with five or more bed-

Clearly, this type of 
thing occurs most commonly in 
high-end custom homes. 

In conclusion, we can see that 
while location is surely an impor- 
tant characteristic of any property, 
it is far from the only one. “What 
matters most’ is what matters most 
to each individual buyer. While 
‘location, location, location’ might 
be true for some, ‘view, view view’ 
or ‘schools, schools, schools’ might 
be the key to the real estate market 
for others.

A: Let’s make sure that we are 


comparing apples to apples. 
Moles tunnel along the surface 
disrupting plants looking for soil 
insects and grubs. Gophers 
tunnel under the surface eating 
plants and roots, occasionally 
pulling them under ground. 

To deal with moles I would 
apply beneficial nematodes to 
the area where they are most 
active. This is an environmen- 
tally friendly control that rids the 
area of soil insects but will not 
harm earthworms. 

If the problem persists, apply 
Diaizinon or Duraban. I prefer 
trapping moles. Place the traps 
along the main runs which 
parallel the surface and be sure 
to wear gloves to avoid leaving a 
human scent. 


Q. We have several mature 
cherry trees. One is a Bing and 
the other has four varieties 
grafted on, Bing, Black 
Tatartian, Queen Anne, and one 
other. At various times especially 
after cold winters they have been 
prolific producers but in the last 
two years production has been 
scanty. in addition, with recent 
wet and dry cycles a lot of 
branch ends have died off and 
show evidence of borers. 

Do fruiting cherry trees have 
a natural life span which they 
are now reaching? Is there 
another problem? Any chance of 
Saving them and restoring

production? Should we remove 
the trees and plant new ones? 


A. In our clay soils 10 to 15 to 
20 years is about all one can 
expect from Peach, Plums, 
Cherries and Apricots. Warm 
winter temperatures, wet weather 
during the blooming period or a 
lack of bees are the primary 
causes of poor cherry production. 


You can slow the decline but I 
do not think you can reverse it. 
How often are you watering 
these trees during the summer 
months? 


Two to three times is all that 
is necessary with mature fruit 
trees and it should be applied at 
the dripline not at the trunk. I 
would plant new trees to replace 
the older ones and remove the 
declining trees when the dieback 
reaches 50 percent.

Walter and Pistole, contract city 
attorneys for Cotati who represented 
the defendant. 

But that does not mean rent con- 
trol is automatically invalidated. 
Walter argues that the census data 
the plaintiffs relied upon changes 
from day to day and is probably not 
valid. Opinions on the meaning of 
the Cotati decision differ as widely 
as opinions on local rent ordinances. 

“Landlord attorneys think that 
any form of rent control is a tak- 
ing,” said Delene Wolf, deputy di- 
rector of the San Francisco Rent 
Board. “But our law has been up- 
held thus far, as has the concept of 
rent control. Individual ordinances 
are vulnerable in different ways.” 

Others believe the Cotati case is 
a milestone. “The Cotati decision is 
a blueprint for any jurisdiction to 
follow in overthrowing rent con- 
trol,” said Susan Burnett Luten, a 
landlord attorney in Berkeley. “This 
is going to have extraordinarily 
wide-ranging effects and is going 
to affect the entire state. 

What the Cotati decision says is 
that if one can prove that the rent 
control law does not achieve the 
goals for which it was passed, then 
any loss that results is illegal tak- 
ing.” 

Rent control is relatively new in 
America. It came to San Francisco 
in 1979 when a rent ordinance was 
implemented by the Board of Su- 
pervisors. Rent contro! had until 
then failed as a ballot issue and was, 
in fact, voted down twice before it 
was adopted by the Board. 

The longest running rent control 
experiment is in New York City 
where it was instituted during World 
War II and continues to this day 
Some believe it has been a disaster 
there and cite statistics saying New 
York has the lowest vacancy rate 
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and the highest property foreclo- 
sure rate in the nation due to rent 
control. 


Just as there are different laws 
from city to city, there are varying 
degrees of landlord restrictions. 
Most rent control ordinances iden- 
tify a base year from which to cal- 
culate annual rent increases. In San 
Francisco, the base year is 1979, in 
Berkeley it’s 1980. But there is no 
base year in 

Oakland where the date of occu- 
pancy controls. Sometimes there 
are exemptions from rent control 
built into the legislation. In Berke- 
ley, two-unit buildings that were 
owner occupied in 1980 and which 
continue to be owner occupied to- 
day are exempt. 


Almost all ordinances exempt 
new construction. In San Francisco 
and Berkeley, if the property was 
constructed after the base year, it is 
not subject to rentcontrol. And tem- 
porary rent increases are often al- 
lowed as a pass- through for capital 
improvements to a property. 

All rent control ordinances take 
some rights away from the land- 
lord. Luten blames the state legisla- 
ture for the current state of affairs. 

“This case is proof that rent con- 
trol does not work and actually 
works counter to its legislative pur- 
poses,” she said. Luten described 
“a failed housing policy state wide. 
Sacramento does not have a hous- 
ing plan and decided that landlords 
must be the problem. The market 
should govern. If there is a problem 
state wide, then the legislature 
should deal with it.”

What is kennel cough? 

Kennel cough is a respiratory 
disease that features a persistent, 
dry, hacking cough. It is usually a 
mild disease, but can become 
severe. Kennel cough is caused by 
a variety of viruses and bacteria, 
the two most common being the 
bacterium Bordetella 
bronchiseptica and _ the 
parainfluenza virus.

How can dogs catch kennel 
cough? 

Like the common cold, kennel 
cough is extremely contagious. 
Places where dogs congregate are 
the most common sources of 
infections but your dog can also 
get it from exposure to a single 
infected animal. And kennels are 
not the only places where your 
dog can catch it - animal shelters, 
dog training facilities, grooming 
salons, dog shows, veterinary 
clinics and parks are all potential 
exposure sites. 


How do you treat kennel 
cough? 

Typical treatment consists of 
antibiotics, cough suppressants, 
lots of rest, and avoiding contact 
with other dogs until 72 hours 
after the last sign of illness. If

your dog has had kennel cough, 
he or she can catch it again. 


How can I protect my dog 
from this disease? 

Ask your vet about the kennel 
cough vaccination. It greatly 
reduces your dog’s chances of 
acquiring the disease and usually 
lessens the severity of the illness 
should your dog get it. The vac- 
cine is typically given through 
nose drops to give your dog the 
best protection against kennel 
cough. Your dog should be pro- 
tected within 48-72 hours after 
vaccination. Then re-vaccinate 
your dog annually. 


How can I learn more 
about kennel cough and 
vaccination? 

Just call your veterinarian to 
learn more about it.
